New Provo task force

Members of Provo’s municipal 
council have formed a special task 
force to evaluate the city’s legisla- 
tive and executive branches of gov- 
ernment. 

A statement read at last week’s 
council meeting by Don Butler, for- 
mer council chair and leader of the 
new task force, said the group “will 
ensure that the Provo Municipal 
Council is preserving the proper 
balance of government in the coun- 
cil/mayor form of government.” 

Butler said the committee will 
determine if a separation of power 
exists between the mayor’s office 
and members of the seven-member 
city council. 

The task force, established by the 
council, will also evaluate citizen 
board input, council direction and 
goals, budgetary measures, legisla- 
tive actions and council perfor- 


mance. 

Greg Hudnall, a member of the 
task force and principal of Provo’s 
Independence High School, said 
each member of task force has been 
assigned different areas of concern. 

“Anything that gets the people of 
this community involved in govern- 
ment is a positive thing,” said 
council member Shari Holweg. She 
said the committee will help define 
and clarify the major roles of the 
municipal: council in Provo 
Government: 

Holweg said the group will exam- 
ine the monetary compensation of 
council members, a question that 
created some controversy last year 
when the council reduced the coun- 
cil chair’s salary by $200. 

Butler said the committee will 
conduct its study without input 
from council members.

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U.S. food drop may have missed Muslims 


SARAJEVO, Bosnia-Herzegovina — The first food and medicine 
dropped by U.S. planes for hungry Muslims reportedly fell mostly into 
the hands of Serbs waging a fierce attack Monday on a government 
enclave in eastern Bosnia. 

Up to 10,000 refugees from the fighting were reported cowering on the 
slopes of an icy mountain as Serb tanks stormed into the Cerska region, 
an area that has gone without aid since the Bosnian war erupted almost 
a year ago. Hundreds died in fighting in that area Sunday, Bosnian 
radio said. 

A defense official in the government-held town of Tuzla said bundles 
with food and medical supplies fell on Serb lines in the rugged, inhos- 
pitable mountains around Cerska, an area where up to 20,000 Muslims 
are besieged. 

A statement from Defense Secretary Les Aspin and Joint Chiefs of 
Staff Chairman Gen. Colin Powell said, “The airdrop last night was suc- 
cessful ... we can confirm that many of the bundles landed in clear areas 
within the identified drop zone, which is in the area of Cerska.” 


Court case may redefine harassment 


WASHINGTON _ The Supreme Court agreed Monday to clarify what 
conduct amounts to illegal sexual harassment, setting the stage for a rul- 
ing of enormous importance to the American workplace. 

The justices must determine whether workers who sue over alleged sexu- 
al harassment on the job must prove they were psychologically scarred, 
and not merely offended, before they can collect monetary damages. 

The sexual-harassment case stems from Teresa Harris’ employment for 


over two years at Forklift Systems Inc. in Nashville, Tenn. After quitting _ 


in 1987, Ms. Harris sued over the conduct of the company’s president, 
Charles Hardy. Her lawsuit alleged, among other things, that Hardy 
threw objects on the floor in front of her and asked her to pick them up 
ang suggested that she had won a sales contract by providing sexual 
avors.

Clinton’s health plan taking shape 


WASHINGTON — An untested blend of competition and controls, 
President Clinton’s emerging health care plan is likely to restrict med- 
ical choices for people who already have insurance while providing it to 
millions who don’t. 

* Consumers would receive checkups and preventive care at nominal 
cost, with the promise of simplified paperwork for a visit to the doctor or 
hospital. 

At the same time, millions of Americans may be forced to pay income 
taxes on their health insurance, along with stiffer “sin taxes” on such 
products as tobacco. 

Americans would be required to get their insurance through huge, new 
“cooperatives” that would funnel most into plans limiting their choice of 
doctors and hospitals. All employers would be required to provide heaith 
insurance, and the government would provide subsidies to the working 
poor and some small businesses to help pay the bills. 

“Reforming the health care system will involve government-led 
changes on a scale not attempted since Social Security,” Clinton health 
adviser Ira Magaziner wrote in a recent, widely leaked memo.

Utah County AIDS/HIV cases 
well below national average

Educational programs and the 
quality of life combine to help Utah 
County stay below both the nation- 
al and state averages of AIDS and 
HIV-positive cases. 

The U.S. Centers for Disease 
Control reported the national aver- 
age for the year ending September 
1992 was 17.6 AIDS cases per 
100,000 people. Utah had a rate of 
8.2 cases per 100,000, and Utah 
County’s rate was 7.9 cases per 
100,000,. according to the State 
Bureau of HIV/AIDS. 

“The bigger cities have more 
AIDS cases,” said Kathryn Dean, 
community health specialist in 
AIDS surveillance. “They have less 
access to health care and a high 
use of injection drugs.” 

Dean said these factors are heavy 
contributors to the spreading of the 
AIDS virus. 

Utah County is required to con- 
duct one educational program 
every three months. Last year, 70 
programs were conducted by the 
county health department.

I protest the practice of editing films 
before they are screened in the Varsity 
(For the most recent article 
describing and justifying this practice, see 
The Daily Universe, Feb. 22.) While I 
applaud the desire for clean films, I 
deplore the use of censorship to attempt to 
achieve that goal. 

Censorship is objectionable because: 

1. It doesn’t work. Consider the prac- 
tice of editing for sound only. The censor 
bleeps out expletives as though the ear 
were the only access route to the mind. I 
have watched student audiences laugh at 
every silently mouthed expletive. They 
could read:the performer’s lips and figure 
out the censored word. Profanity offends 
our inner sensibilities, not just our ears, 

Editing a film fails to send the most effec- 
tive message to the film world. Renting 
the film sends a message of approval, espe- 
cially if we have an unwritten understand- 
ing with the distributor that says we really 
want their product, as long as they don’t 
mind if we clean it up a little bit. If we 
want more films that measure up to our 
standards, we ought to speak that message 
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where it counts: in what we rent and refuse 
to rent, and in the letters we write to pro- 
ducers and distributors of film. 

2. It teaches false principles. (a.) The 
end justifies the means. (b.) That which is 
wrong and illegal for an individual to do 
can be justified by an institution acting in 
behalf of the greater good of a large num- 
ber of people. (c.) Our responsibility to the 
user of a creative work is greater than our 
responsibility to the integrity of the work 
and the rights of the creator. 

3. Those principles may result in 
objectionable actions. Witness the 
increased mutilation and censoring of BYU 
Library materials in recent years. If it is 
OK for the university to censor films it 
rents, why isn’t it OK for self-appointed 
critics to censor and mutilate the books 
and magazines they borrow, or in a related 
vein, to feel free to copy the videotapes 
they rent. 

4, Censorship (in this instance) sin- 
gles out the cinematic arts and vio- 
lates their artistic integrity (i.e. whole- 
ness) in a way that most faculty and stu- 
dents would find ludicrous and infuriating 
if it were applied in similar fashion and 
equal measure to any of the other arts — 
literature, communication, theater, music 
or fine arts. 

We would be outraged if an epaplicn 
teacher required students to read only a 
personally expurgated version of Moby 
Dick; if a censor sat in the wings and 
closed the curtain or beat on a loud drum 
during objectionable parts of a play (the 
staged play is the equivalent to the 
screened film); if a gallery severed parts of 
statuary, clipped out the middle of a photo- 
graph, or exhibited a painting partially 
obscured or in colored light in order to 
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shield viewers, only to glibly but seriously 
repair the art work before sending it to the 
next exhibition; and so on. 

I cannot understand why a university 
community tolerates, in the name of good- 
ness, truth, beauty, and greater purity, the 
singling out of the end products of cine- 


‘matic arts for meatball censorship. Nobody 


seems to care. Even worse, some faculty 
seem ready to defend the practice. 

To be sure, not all films are works of art. 
They run the gamut from the swamp slime 
of triple X pornography to the majestic and 
soul-stirring immortality of cinematic Mt. 
Everest. The same is true of books, music, 
paintings, sculpture and theater. These 
creative works reflect our culture in its full 
range and depth. They reflect the 
Constitutional rights of expression we hold 
dear and for which Americans have died. 
They represent the work of creators who 
have a right and a reasonable expectation 
their work will be taken seriously and 
their integrity as creators respected. 

Why don’t we accept those films we wish 
to view and omit those we don’t.wish to 
see, by means of the present review com- 
mittee or some other selection process and 
stop doing damage to the artistic integrity 
of the world of cinema? What better way to 
raise the level of seriousness with whick 
students view and live the Honor Code 
than by the university being more circum- 
spect in honoring its commitments (the 
spirit if not the letter) as a user under the 
film distribution contracts that govern the 
exhibition of feature length motion pic- 
tures on this campus.

BYU men’s, women’s track teams — 
dominate conference tournament

The BYU men’s and women’s 
track teams dominated the WAC 
Indoor Championships last week- 
end in Colorado Springs, Colo., cap- 
turing team championship honors. 

BYU men’s coach Willard Hirschi 
won Coach. of the Year while coach 
Craig Poole received the same 
award for the BYU women’s team. 

Coaches from Fresno State, 
Texas-El] Paso, Colorado State, 
New Mexico, Utah State, Wyoming 
and Utah all voted to determine 
Coach of the Year. 

“If your athletes perform well, 
sometimes you win Coach of the 
Year,” Hirschi said. 

The women’s squad won eight 
first place honors, four second place 
awards and three third place fin- 
ishes. BYU easily placed first over- 
all with 149 points while Fresno 
came in second with 109. 

Cathie Guischard led the way for 
the Cougars, winning the 55-meter 
dash, the 200 and the mile relay. 
In the 200, Guischard ran_a 23.79, 
setting a meet record. 

In her third event she ran the 
final leg of the mile relay with 
Tiffany Jackson, Brooke Stanton 
and Dena Burrows. The team set a 
meet record with 3:46.56 and beat 
Fresno State, the WAC leaders 
prior to the event, by six seconds. 

“He (coach Poole) rearranged our 
running order so that by the time 
their fastest runner (Fresno State) 
got the baton she would be so far. 
behind she would be discouraged 
and give up. And that is what hap- 
pened,” Stanton said. 

Despite winning three events and 
breaking two records, Guischard 
lost Female Athlete of the Meet ‘to 
Debbie Maass of CSU who placed 
first in the mile run. 

Anu Kaljurand, 1992. Estonian 
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Olympic Heptathlete, won two 
events: the long jump and the hur- 
dles. Kaljurand is ranked eighth in 
the nation in the long jump and 
16th in the hurdles. 

BYU distance runners took top 
honors in all events except the 
mile. In addition to winning the 
800, Carolyn Keyes broke a meet 
record with 2:19.97. Tonya Todd 
defeated Maass by 14 seconds in 
the 3,000 (10:05.22). And Heather 
Witney placed first in the 5,000. 

On the men’s side, the Cougars 
won three first place awards, eight 
second place finishes and two third 
place honors. BYU won the meet 
with 159 points. 

Oluyemi Kayode, 1992 Nigerian 
Olympic Silver Medalist, won the 
55 in 6.24 for the Cougars despite 
taking the last six weeks off due to 
a hamstring injury. 

“I felt some pain at the end so I 
had to slow down,” Kayode said. 

Cougar sprinter Sean Maye kept 
his 1993 winning streak alive with 
a meet record and championship 
honors in the 200 with a time of 
46.68:2. 

“I had a lot of pressure to run 46 
seconds. The big meets make me 
run faster,” Maye said. 

BYU football player Erick Hughes 
surprised coaches by running a 
personal best time of 6.29:3 in the 
55 and placed second. Hughes 
received another second in the long 
jump while fellow football team- 
mate Tyler Anderson came in 
third. Anderson tied for second in 
the 200 with 21.19:4. Patrick 
Mitchell, also a football player, 
came in second in the 55 hurdles 
with a time of 7.42:3. 

Dave Spence won the 5,000 and 
placed second in the 3,000. Spence 
leads the nation in the 3,000 and 
J agom Pyrah came in second in the 
mile.
